IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


— — 


National Secretary Tells of Her 
Experiences and of World-Wide 
Extension ef Y.W.C.A. — Titled 
Woman of England and Scotland 
Aiding. 


An interesting address was given at 
mthe vesper service of the Young Wom- 
yesterday 
afternoon, by Miss Bertha Conde, one 
of the secretaries of the national 
She recently 
retufned from a trip around the world 
in the interest of association work. 
She is passing her vacation in Los 
Angeles with her family. 

Miss Conde, who is a graduate of 
Smith College and an enthusiast over 
college association work, tod vividly 
of some of her experiences abroad. 
She said she found some strong points 
in the various branches of the Young 
Women's Christian Association in for- 
eign lands. In England she was de- 
lighted to see so many educated wom- 
em engaged in helping girls. It Scot- 
land, too, she passed a pleasant day 
with a titted woman who is heart and 
soul in the work. 

“In Paris,” continued the speaker, “I 
found a magnificent association, its 
principal work is among the students 
in the Latin quarter. it conducts a 
fine hospital where the girls can re- 
ceive the best of care and medical 
treatment. The association keeps track 
of the girls, who are visited in their 
ledgings from time to time. 

“In Germany I Yound the work 
rather small and limited, but it is 
closely bound to church life. The as- 
sociation has begun to labor among 
the girl students in the universities and 
this will develop into an important 
eature of the work. 

“In Italy there are many difficulties 
to contend against, but the association 

is growing. There is a new build- 
ing in Rome and many ladies of noble 
family are makirig splendid efforts. I 
heard of one titled woman who has al- 
ready established twenty-nine asso- 


tions. 

“The association<¢n Cairo is doing 
valiant work. It has an entire, floor 
in one building, where girls can find 
a home and where they are removed 
from temptation. The secretary is a 
heroic woman,. with faith that the as- 
sociation idea will extend all over 


Egypt. 

“At Bombay I found «a beautiful 
building. A reception was given there 
in my honor and I met a number of 
faithful and able workers, It was de- 
lightful to see how the English 
Americans aid one another. India 
gets into one’s heart. It appeals to 
one’s missionary spirit. It is a land 
of contrasts. In one part of Calcutta 
one would see men and women bowing 
prostrate before a sacred cow while in 
another there are scores of Christian 
young women. 

Miss Conde stated that China and 
Japan offer large fields for missionary 
effort and she was implored to send 
out trained young women, to those 
countries. She was told that many 


and 


welcome an association. In Japan 
there is more advancement than in 
ina. 

Miss Conde declared she longed to 
remain in the Orient and labor for the 
cause she represents.

LOS ANGLES, Aug. 6, '08.—In jus-
